wild over the jitterbug—an uninhibited, athletic demonstration 
in which male parmers hurled female dancers between their

QUESTION: Why rip tnen speak of a cowboy's “10- 
gallon ha'’ 


ANSWER: Long before cattle ranching had started in Texas, 
the Mexicans had mastered the art of handling cattle from 
horseback and were familiar with the use of the rope, brand­ 
ing iron. saddle and spur. American cowboys took over the 
use of many such practical articles of the trade from the 
Mexicans, among them being the wide-brimmed hat, or som­ 
brero. In Mexico, most men wear sombreros to protect them 
from the hot sun and the American cowhands, working in hot 
country, used them for the same reason Such a hat also pro­ 
tects from wind and it high crown keeps the head cool The 
wide hat can be inverted to catch precious water from an 
occasional rainfall and its crown can be used as a bucket, as 
in the large picture. The galloping cowboy is using his big 
hat to signal to a companion In the 1860’s an Easterner, John 
B Stetson, went west for his health and designed a hand­ 
some cowboy hat of feh which he then began to manufacture 
in Philadelphia These “ stetsons” became standard articles 
of cowboy equipment. They were called 10-gallon hats because 
they could hold so much water in an emergency—the 10-gailon 
part, was of course, an exaggeration
